SENATE AGAINST VALUATION 


PLAN 


"Whether the senate finance, committee 


has improved the tariff bill or not. so far 
as its schedules arc concerned, it has 
strengthened it by removing the Ameri- 
can valuation scheme and substituting for 
it the foreign valuation that has always 
been the basis of our tariff measures. 
There promises to be a conflict between 
the house and senate over the valuation 
clause, but it is morally certain that the 
senate's position^vill prevail. 
It has the 


indorsement, of President Harding, and 
there is no question but what public 
opinion is strongly against American val- 
uation. 


Xo convincing arguments have been 


presented a.s to why we should change the 
basis of valuation, whereas all surface in- 
dications point to the conclusion that this 
idea was evolved by Air. Fordney and his 
associates iu the liou.se as an indirect 
means for increasing duties beyond a point 
at which they might reasonably expect to 
establish them in the bill itself. 
It is no 


time to make a sweeping change in our 
tariff system. The revision upward which 
is about, to take place may be, more than 
Hie straitened circumstances of the people, 
and the general economic conditions of 
the country will be able to stand. 
It 


would certainly not be common sense to 
complicate our commercial future still fur- 
ther with a scheme like the American val- 
uation plan. 


The senate finance committee opposes 


the American valuation plan because of 
tho "impossibility of adjusting rates ap- 
plicable alike to comparable and noncom- 
parable goods, the great obstacles in the 
w;ay of proper safeguards at time of on--- 
try; the impossibility of A-im-Hr-an buyers 
in foreign markets knowing.with any de- 
gree of accuracy what duties they would 
have to pay if their merchandise is ap- 
praised at the prices of comparable, domes- 
tic, goods, and the impracticability of de- 
termining comparability.'' More and per- 
haps better reasons could be given, but 
these arc sufficient.

Can a. person have lun?r tuberculosis and not be 


aware of tho fact? What aro the first symptoms of 
lung tuberclilosib?—(F. J. R.) 


Answer—Tho chief obstacle in tho way_ of recov- 


ery from tuberculosis is probably the unawareness 
of tho individual of" tho naturo of his "run down 
condition," "nerve fag," "overwork," "overhtudy," 
"bad cold hanging on," "slight catiirrhal condition," 
"pleurisy," "throat trouble," 
"loss 
of 
weight," 


".stomach trouble," etc., in the earlier stage of the 
disease when frank recognition and prompt and in- 
telligent treatment will bring about an arrest bo 
much more quickly and certainly than after the 
condition becomes patent to all. One, of the symp- 
toms, which I don't mind mentioning here (I doubt 
the charity of a doctor suggesting symptoms to the 
layman) is the peculiar optimism or sanguine, disno 
sition of the tuberculosis patient, a mental state 
which enables him to pooh-pooh tho fears of his 
family or friends and oven to reject the tentative 
diagnosis of his doctor in tho in< ipient stage—if he 
acknowledges a-s much as tho nocd of medical at- 
tention. I say tentative diagnosis—a give and take 
affair—an Indian gift—the doctor gives tho diag- 
nosis to athc host of his ability, but. whatever his 
ability or experience, after all it. is a matter of opin 
ion. and until the disease advances far enough foi 
bacilli to be found in the sputum or for other defin 
ito or more positive signs to appear, the diagnosis 
must remain tentative.

—all tho places in which to live that 
are convenient to the mines, and all 
tho stores—are owned by the com- 
pany. The company establishes these 
stores for tho convenience of its em- 
ployes. 
The stores arc not supposed 


to be conducted primarily for profit, 
tho prices charged are not unreason- 
able, and the rent for the houses is 
not excessive. The miner can trade 
where he pleases, but 
in most 
in- 


stances he wants credit. He gets it 
at the company store, 
because 
he 


agrees that the company may deduct 
from hig wages whatever amounts are 
due it for supplies, rent, etc., and it 
is his necessity, or the convenience 
of the arrangement, that leads him 
to make this agreement. This form 
of checkoff protects 
the 
company 


against loss and enables the company 
to sell goods to the miner at a com- 
ppratively small margin 
of 
profit.
